But Knight 
replied yesterday to newsmen in 
Sacramento that Chessman’s case 
involved 
“unprintable” 
crimes, 
” . . . these were horrible crimes 
and there were seventeen of them.” 
Wells was sentenced under a law 
that called for the death penalty 
for a life termer who assaulted a 
guard. 
Chessman, whose book has been 
hailed as a remarkable study of a 
criminal mind, said Rice’s appeal 
will be his last effort to beat the 
gas chamber. 
“I don’t want a desperate, last 
minute scramble appealing to the 
courts,” he said. Meanwhile Ward­ 
en Harley O. Teets said he could 
not comment on the case, since 
it Is his policy to make no state­ 
ments while an execution is pend­ 
ing. Chessman is scheduled to 
die at 10 a.m. May 14.

PUC Hears More 
Testimony On 
Rate Hike Request 


Marin commuters will re­ 
ceive better service in 20 new 
buses now in operation, but 
Pacific Greyhound Lines will 
just about break even. 
This testimony was present­ 
ed this morning by M. C. 
Frailev, vice-president of Grey­ 
hound, under cross examina­ 
tion at the Public Utilities 
Commission hearing on Grey­ 
hound’s application to increase 
Marin fares an average of 65 per 
cent. 
Commuter attorney Spur g e o n 
Avakian, attempting to point up 
discrepancies in that 
statement, 
asked Frailey, “Isn’t it true that in 
the company’s case against the bus 
drivers union for not driving the 
new* buses, the company sued for 
an estimated $1,500 a day loss?” 
Frailey said that 
figure 
was 
made up of several items includ­ 
ing the cost of bringing old buses 
back into service and 
licensing 
them again. 
The two situations were called 
not comparable by Gerald Traut- ' 
man, Greyhound attorney, under 
cross-examination. 
Frailey testified that the com­ 
pany would not be able to absorb 
certain unit costs as it has done 
in the past because absorbtion is 
impossible in a declining traffic 
situation. He said that “Costs have 
caught up with us. 
Greyhound 
had fortunate contracts that have 
now expired and prices are being 
raised.” 
On tires alone Frailey said the 
suppliers claim they lost over one- 
million-dollars supplying tires to 
Greyhound nationally in 1953. 
Avakian asked Frailey if the 
three-months-long 1952 strike was 
one factor in increasing per-mile 
expense for the year, and if the 
wage increase granted 
in 
1953 
made the labor co6t higher in 1953. 
The answer was yes. 
“Notwithstanding that,” Avakian 
asked, “Isn’t it true that the total 
cost per mile was lower in 1953 
than 1952?” 
Frailey said he didn’t know and 
Avakian asked for additional in­ 
formation. 
Frailey said that the company 
estimated that it would cost 1.60 
cents per mile to operate the new 
buses next year as compared to 
the 6.60 cents per mile it would 
have cost to operate the old buses 
in Marin County. 
Actual cost of labor and ma­ 
terials per mile in 1953 was 6.10 
cents per mile. 
Testifying earlier P. E. Valena, 
PUC staff member, testified that 
the company had $1.50 earning per 
share after taxes in 
the 
first 
quarter 1953 as compared to 77 
cents per share for the same per­ 
iod in 1954. He also testified that 
the company’s state-wide mileage 
decreased 
for 
the 
first 
three 
months for 1954 compared to the 
same period 1953. 
System-wide mileage for 
1954 
was 22,707,000 as compared to 23,- 
325,000 in 1953. This system-wide 
mileage includes the 
11 western 
states. 
H. G. Butler, consulting engine­ 
er for Greyhound who had estim­ 
ated an 11 per cent decrease in 
traffic for the coming year, ad­ 
mitted

Padgett told the group he could 
not commit himself at this point 
but would give careful considera­ 
tion to the opinions expressed by 
the representatives.

What are Inalienable Rights* 
What do 
thev mean to each and e\ery American? 
I o 
answer this question we must go back to the 
formative vears of our memon. 
In doing 
so we discover that Inalienable Rights lie at 
the verv foundation of the wonderful demo­ 
cratic svstem which we now hold so d e a r- 
even take for granted. 


The first formal statement of policv made 


bv ihe tfiirteen colonies the Declaration of 


Independence of July 4, L /6 , contained in 
its second paragraph a pronouncement to the 
effect that, “all men . . . are endowed . . . 
with certain Inalienable Rights, that among 
these ate Life, Libertv. and the pursuit of 


h a p p i n e s s . ” 
The 
same 
idea 
is implied 
though not expressed in the Preamble of the 
Constitution. 
Looking further we find it 
is repeated in the Constitutional amend­ 


ments, especially Articles I Freedom of re­ 
ligion, speech, and press. 
Article» III, IV, 
and Article XIII, prohibition of slavery. T h t 
next example may be found in Lincoln’s 
Gettvsburg address, in which we see that 
the whole thought centers around Inalien­ 
able rights. 
A herefore, in defining these Inalienable 
Rights we concur with our learned and 
worthy forbears that they are simple qualities 
possessed bv every man which no other man 
has the right to take away since they spring 
from the Divine Providence of God. 
Everv man, no matter where he may live, 
has these rights. 
However, many countries 
of the modern world so restrict the practice 
of man’s rights that thev become dormant. 
We as Americans have an unfortunate ten­ 
dency to make light of the freedom our 
form of government allows in the practice 
of Inalienable Rights. W e are free to choose 
our own v\av of life and live it as we con­ 


sider best, provided, of course we violate no 
law. W> should always be extremelv grate­ 
ful that we live in su<h a land for when man 
mav no longer use his God given prerogatives 
he becomes little more than animal, little 
better than the machines which he operates, 
the land that he tills, the houses which he 
built.

The decisive reason is that in 
this hard world and under the 
American system of government 
which is designed for the kind 
of hard world that the world Is, 
the abuse of power is not often 
curbed unless the abuse Is re­ 
sisted. 
McCarthyism Is an Invasion of 
the prerogatives of other branch­ 
es of the government, particular­ 
ly the Executive branch. 
It is for the Executive to repel 
the invasion, to resist the usur­ 
pation, to defend its Constitu­ 
tional prerogatives. 
It would be nice, no doubt. If

world 
the 
Senate

But the Senate is not that 
nice, and so it will tolerate and 
connive at the abuses of Mc­

THE DAY THAT happens th t 
Senators, all but a mere hand­ 
ful of them, will rally to th t 
President, relieved and rejoicing 
that the nightmare of their hu­ 
miliation is over.

Bauer, a W orld W ar II M arine 
veteran, was first named, then 
withdraw n from a supplem ental 
list of 10 stars which Hess made 
public yesterday. 
Hess’ subcommittee adm ittedly 
made the m istake of listing Bauer. 
Hess said he m eant H ank Sauer 
of the Chicago Cubs. 
In Chicago, Sauer denied th a t 
he was^coddled. And he pointed 
out th a t he served in the Coast 
G uard, not the Army. 
Hess stressed th a t none of the 
athletes nam ed is under suspicion, 
and th a t the subcommittee is prob­ 
ing only the Army’s hadling of 
their assignments. He added th at 
any of the athletes could request 
to be heard, but present plans are 
not to ask them to testify.

FRYING SIZE CHICKENS ARE 
GOOD BUY FOR MOTHER'S DAY 


Mother’s Day Is a fine day for fixing plentiful frying 
size chickens. Any method which browns the chicken first, 
then finishes it in a covered pan or covered casserole is 
braised chicken. 
Oven “fried” chicken, oven barbecued chicken, chicken 
fricassee, Swedish chicken and smothered Maryland chicken 
axe all examples of this method of cookery. 
Cut up 1 frying chicken in pieces for serving. Dust with 
flour seasoned with salt, pepper and a bit of poultry seasoning. 
Melt 4 tablespoons butter in large, heavy skillet; add 
chicken and saute until golden brown, turning pieces fre­ 
quently and adding more butter if necessary. 
Add 2 green onions, finely chopped, 2 tablespoons chop­ 
ped parsley, sprinkling of thyme and basil and % cup Cali­ 
fornia sauterne, Rhine wine, chablis or other white table 
wine 
Cover tightly and simmer gently for 30 minutes. 
Add 1 <4 ounce» can sliced mushrooms; continue cooking 
for 15 minutes or until chicken is tender and no liquid 
remains.

Slow Cooking 
Pork Rich 
In Flavor 


Pork chops are synonymous with 
; good eating. To best bring out 
their rich flavor they require slow 
cooking by the braising process. 
Remember when buying chops 
there are the rib chops, center cut 
loin chops and the less-demanded 
and thrifty shoulder chops or 
steaks. 
There’s variety In preparing all 
types of chops. You might bread 
them by first dipping into beaten 
egg, then into fine bread crumbs, 
cracker crumbs or crushed corn 
flakes. Then brown them slowly 
in a frying-pan. in a small amount 
of lard or drippings. Cover the pan 
closely and let the chops cook 
slowly—45 minutes to 1 hour. 
Stuffed rib or loin chops give 
a different touch to pork servings. 
Make a cavity by cutting into the 
chops along the bone. Fill with a 
stuffing of chopped celery, minced 
onion, celery seed and fine bread 
crumbs. Or use a fruit combination 
of pitted prunes and apples. Brown 
the chops, cover and cook on top 
of the range or in a moderate 
oven <350’ F.) for 1 hour. 
Casseroles present another serv­ 
ing. Arrange plain chops over scal­ 
loped potatoes, sweet potatoes and 
apples, lima beans, baked beans 
or noodles.

A delightful serving for Moth­ 
er’s Day is a broiled ham slice 
with a tart cherry sauce. This 
combination is quick and easy 
whether the family takes over the 
preparation end or mother cooks 
dinner herself. 
Broiling is one of the easiest 
of all meat cookery methods. Here 
is a tip or two that will help 
the family if they broil the ham 
for mother. First of all, when buy­ 
ing the ham for broiling have it 
cut 
to 1 inch thick. At this thick­ 
ness the ham will be cooked 
through by the time the surface 
is a light golden color. 
In broiling, place the hame slice 
on the broiler rack and adjust 
the broiler pan so that the top 
surface is 2 to 3 inches from the 
heat. Let the meat cook for 12 to 
15 minutes (1 inch thick), then 
turn. When turning the ham, the 
same as a steak or chops, use tongs 
or Insert the fork into the fat. 
Continue broiling at this same 
temperature for 12 to 15 minutes. 
Then place the ham on your plat­ 
ter for immediate serving.

You’ll have a handsome 
cake that is moist, of fine texture 
and filled with good old-fashioned 
flavor. 
The swirl Is easily done accord­ 
ing to directions in the recipe be­ 
low. The rich chocolate frosting 
uses the 2 unbeaten egg yolks left 
over from the white part of the 
cake. A treat for all the family as 
well as mother to remember! 
1 package white cake mix 
1 cup water 
2 egg whites, unbeaten 
1 package devil’s food mix 
% cup water 
2 eggs, unbeaten 
Vi cup water 
Empty contents of white cake 
mix package into a bowl. Add *4 
cup of the water, blend, then beat

Sprinkle the pieces 
on your cake about one minute 
before you remove it from the 
oven. Then remove cake from oven 
and spread the candy frosting. So 
easy—and so good!

A 10-inch narrow "ham” slicer 
is most useful. It may be used for 
slicing other cold meats besides 
ham, as well as for cutting cheese. 


National interest in child health 
has focused attention on the fact 
that many people, adults as well 
as children, are getting too little 
milk to meet nutritional needs.

If your family falls within any 
of the above categories, it is earn­ 
estly suggested that you step up 
milk consumption to insure 3 to 
4 glasses of milk a day for each 
child and at least 2 glasses a day 
for adults. Addition of inexpen­ 
sive, packaged nonfat dry milk 
solids offer good possibilities for 
improving diets.
